SEATTLE, WASH — When you're 
actually inside a victory party, spon- 
taneous demonstrations of gratitude 
and joy don’t have that Orwellian 
connotation. 

Barack Obama's victory party in 
Seattle wasn’t just a celebration, it 
turned into an actual, blocks-wide 
powwow, a whoop-up with fireworks 
in the street and that strange Seattle 
vibe that has kids calmly telling ev- 
eryone to help clean up broken bot- 
tles in the intersection. 

You get the sense this has been a 
long push-and-pull, especially in the 
context of the WTO protest back 
in the day. The police are actually 
thanked widely as they drive slowly 
along Broadway telling everyone 
to clear off. It's a decidedly freaky 
dance, not a sports-win feel at all. 

Soon after in the dark, it’s three in 
the morning in Cal Anderson Park on 


Capitol Hill. Interracial strangers are 
clinging to each other on wet grass, 
even going so far as to form a giant 
circle extending outward, hands held 
like in Whoville as the Grinch peers 
down jealously. This chain is soon 
broken by a woman in her 20s pull- 
ing a floppy handstand. Other circles

“Obama isn't just the president of 
America; he’s the president of the 
world!” one beer holder in a ballcap 
screams, along with anything else 
he thinks of. It's the end of the night 
at an outdoor music festival with no 


tents to return to. The police, with 
an all-female front line, close in on 





the revellers and the party seems to 
finally dissipate around four. Many 
wait at the gate to test the “park’s 
closed now” argument, and an old 
man who was yelling against nation- 

alism earlier pulls out a harmonica.

The mood among the Democrats 
gathered at the Windsor Pub wasn't 
anxious or nervous last night, but 
expectant. 

Marilyn Gaa, a member of the 
Democrats Abroad Edmonton chap- 
ter who organized the evening's 
festivities, certainly reflected this 
mindset. “I think it's a perfect 
Storm,” she said, referring to the ef- 
fects of Barack Obama's ascendancy 
nd George Bush’s unpopularity on 
epublican candidate John McCain's 
ampaign. “I’m really hoping we 
Re to a happy ending before mid- 

t 


Some of Gaa’s confidence undoubt- 
edly comes from reading the polls 
(she frequented fivethirtyeight.com 
throughout the campaign) but much 
of it is rooted in a steadfast belief in 
Obama's ability to govern. 

Indeed, despite Alberta's immunity 
to nearly every other phenomenon 
predicated upon political interest, 
it has not been able to avoid catch- 
ing a small case of Obamania. The 
room was filled with Obama T-shirts 
ranging from subdued to fervent, 
and even the moderates in the crowd 
were willing to supply Obama with 
generous praise. 

“He's taken politics off of televi- 
sions and onto the streets,” said Dave 
Deephouse, an American who's lived 
in Canada since 2001. “This is a new 
generation of American politics.” 

Although the crowd had come 
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expecting nothing less than an 
Obama win, an expectation that was 
constantly reinforced by the CBS 
pundits who hoarily discussed the 
stratospheric impossibility of a Mc- 
Cain victory every 10 minutes or so, 
the night certainly wasn’t without ex- 
citement or exuberance. 

Sarah Palin was enthusiastically 
booed not only each time she ap- 
peared onscreen, but also every time 
her name was merely mentioned. 

A crowd of raucous older women 
drinking Budweisers began an “O- 
ba-ma!” chant after CBS called the 
election. A woman with a “God Bless 
America” bracelet yelled “Smile!” 
and took an unsolicited picture of 
my somewhat bewildered face. A 
man wearing “Dual Citizen Ranch- 
ers for Obama” shirt explained that 
it “started as ‘Rednecks for Obama’ 





but we had to tone it down.” There 
was no shortage of enthusiastic 
Democrats doing the things enthusi- 
astic partisans do when they win an 
election. 


But as the night wore on and the re- _ 


sult that everyone was expecting was 
finally confirmed, the mood tended 
toward a feeling similar to the one 
you get after shoveling the driveway: 
relief that it's over, and satisfaction at 
a job well done. 

At times, it bordered on reverence 
— the crowd was quiet during John 
McCain's concession speech (with 
the exception of boos and what I 
could swear was a light smattering 
of hisses when he mentioned Sarah 
Palin), and for much of Obama's 
acceptance speech the room was al- 
most silent. 

But it wasn't as celebratory as one 
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Democrats Abroad On “Sensation Overload” 


would expect. If anything, the reac- 
tion was complex. Americans are a 
proud people, and Obama's victory 
represented a symbolic break with a 
presidential administration that had 
reduced the esteem of their nation 
within and without its borders to pre- 
viously unthinkable levels. America’s 
past is marred by racial tensions, and 
on this night its people had elected 
to its highest office a man who 250 
years ago would have been consid- 
ered property. i 

Obama's victory undoubtedly rep- 
resented many different things to 
the Democrats in the room, and it 
would therefore be difficult to en- 
capsulate this range of emotions into 
one label. The closest you could hope 
to come is to use the words of orga- 
nizer Gaa: “I'm on sensation over-

generation or two ago, but the veterans attending them are not as timeless. 


Canada’s military engagements overseas have taken on a very different character, and so the 


Afghanistan, we wanted to get a greater understanding of Canada’s younger veterans, as well as 
their perspective on the public debate on Afghanistan and Canada’s changing international role 


From interviews with each man, here are some of the views and experiences of peacekeeper and 


Kingsway Royal Canadian Legion president Robert Torrie and Afghanistan veteran Matt Johns 
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The Peace Keeper 

Robert Torrie, President of 
Kingsway Royal Canadian 
Legion 

On first sight, Robert Torrie seems 
like an unassuming older man, softly 
shuffling though the backrooms 
of the legion hall on Kingsway Av- 
enue. But as soon as he introduces 
himself with a booming voice and 
strong handshake, it’s clear he’s a 
military man. 

The 64-year-old Torrie, whom ev- 
eryone has called Mac for as long as 
he can remember, grew up on a farm 
in Manitoba. When he turned 18 in 
1962, there was little work for him 
on the farm, and his father gave him 
two weeks’ room and board before 
he was required to move out and sup- 
port himself. 

“I didn’t want to be a hard rock 
miner,” he says. “I joined the army 
for three years and stayed for 35 
years.” 

He served as a peacekeeper and 
military engineer in the Sinai Desert, 
Germany, and Bosnia, which means 
he did everything from fixing the 
tarmac at the El Arish international 
airport in Egypt, to accompanying 


officers during negotiations with 
Serbian forces. 

Bosnia was an especially hard 
mission for him because events of- 
ten seemed arbitrary, like when one 
house in the middle of a row of town- 
houses was destroyed but the rest re- 
mained standing. “The worst part of 
the civil war was the desecration of 
each other's churches,” Torrie says. 
“Churches were burnt. They’d open 
up family crypts and leave them open 
to the weather.” 

He felt restrained at times by the 
rules of engagement as a peace- 
keeper. He recalls having to check in 
each time he left camp in Visoko, a 
Muslim area, about what he was and 
wasn't allowed to do that day. 

“I had a couple evenings when | 
was out with my OC [officer com- 
manding},” he says. “You'd see a guy 
standing on top of a high feature with 
a rocket-propelled grenade. You see 
them walking up there, and you're 
sitting down in an armoured person- 
nel carrier, and you are trying not to 
show that you are excited.” 

He retired in his fifties and only 
then became active in the legion. 
Currently, he's trying to change the 


legion’s image as a “watering hole for 
the old boys,” in hopes of attracting 
the younger generation of Afghani- 
stan vets. 

Holding their own legion Remem- 
brance Day ceremony instead of go- 
ing down to the Butterdome is a point 
of pride for Torrie, who was strong 
in his dismissal of the white “peace 
poppy” debate that made headlines a 
couple years ago. 

At the legion hall, past the lobby 
with the large stone cutout cross that 
reads “Lest We Forget” and down the 
stairs into the mess hall, members 
of Kingsway Legion meet for food, 
drinks and company. The conversa- 
tion often turns to Afghanistan, says 
Torrie. 

In his personal opinion — an im- 
portant distinction because of the 
military's officially neutral stance 
when it comes to policy — the Taliban 
are what the Nazis were before the 
start of the Second World War, and 
for Canadians not to fight them now 
would simply result in us eventually 
fighting them in North America. 

“We play ball with NATO,” he says 
with a firm tap on the table. 

He also thinks the public conver- 





sation on the war in Iraq has been 
influenced by overly negative media 
coverage. 

“We get all the bad news,” he says. 
“There's more good done every day 
than there is bad.” He even envies

the younger men and women who 
are able to use their combat train- 
ing overseas. If he were younger, he 
says, he’d be in Afghanistan. “I didn't 
get into the army to kiss the enemy.”

Matt Johns, Captain 

Standing in front of a tank in the 
training simulation room at Cana- 
dian Forces Base Edmonton, Capt. 
Matt Johns is cheerful as he de- 
scribes the hunk of green metal as 
a duplicate of his home for most of 
his eight-month tour in Afghanistan. 
The exception being that on the dirt 
roads of that country, his tank looked

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like a gypsy caravan, with coolers 
and cots strapped to the back. 

As an officer, Johns sat just above 
the driver, with a metal screen sepa- 
rating him from the recoil of the 
tank's gun on the other side. 

To his right, the constantly busy 
radio spewed French, Nepalese, and 


English laden with thick southern 


American and British accents. 
A dirty, crumpled map would sit 
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pushed in among the equipment. Just 
behind that was his novel, in case 
they had 10 minutes of downtime 
during their excursion, which could 
last for days 

The 31-year-old fits seamlessly into 
military life as a member of Lord 
Strathcona’s House (Royal Canadi- 
ans) as he walks around the base jok- 
ing with colleagues, but it certainly 
wasn't what he had planned. 

In his twenties, Johns was some- 
thing of a directionless young man. 
He moved around between Calgary 
and Ottawa, eventually earning a 
history degree from three different 
universities. 

In 2005 he considered taking a 
teaching degree, but it would have 
meant two more years in school. 
He was broke and already had 
two children. 

So, he decided to go into the army 
instead. Pointing to his self-described 
“stubby” legs he says: “Look at me 
— I'm perfectly sized to fit inside a 
tank.” 

Johns arrived in Kandahar in Au- 
gust 2007. Many of his missions 
involved clearing bombs on roads 
and surrounding small villages when 
the army went in to uncover enemy 
fighters or collect illegal weapons. 

“If your goal is to go in and find 
stuff and not get into a fight, which 


is most of the time really, tanks are 
very intimidating,” he says. “You 
don’t have to go in and smash stuff; 
you just have to sit there.” 

Another common mission involved 
resupplying small Canadian bases. A 
convoy with several trucks and tanks 
would inch along a road as the en- 
gineers look for bombs. When they 
find a bomb, everyone in the convoy 
springs to attention, as they are often 
the first sign of an attack. 

Back at camp, Johns would have a 
pile of paperwork waiting for him 
“This is where we get upset about 
people saying that the Canadian 
army goes in and starts firing indis- 
criminately,” he says. “Well, when 
we go out, if anything happens, every 
single person has to file a report.” 

Despite his dislike of paperwork, 
Johns has transitioned easily into life 
on the base and his desk job in ac- 
counts. His difficulties have more to 
do with his personal life than what 
he saw overseas. When he returned 
home in March, he had a fourth child 
he’d never met and a son he barely 
knew. 

This Tuesday will also be difficult, 
as he’s visiting the parents of Corp. 
Nathan Hornburg in Nanton, just 
south of Calgary. Hornburg died dur- 
ing a firefight involving Johns’ troop 
of tanks. 


As for the public discussion on Af- 
ghanistan, he supports the mission 
but is pretty open-minded. He some- 
times argues with his friends about 
the legitimacy of the mission, and 
after explaining what he does and 
how it helps Afghans — especially 
women and children — he will agree 
to disagree with those who are not 
won over. 

“There are people that take it too 
far,” he says. “They say we fire indis- 
criminately. Well, then they are ba- 
sically calling me a murderer, and | 
really don’t appreciate that.” 

As he sees it, he’s spreading learn- 
ing, freedom, and democracy, west 
ern values he holds dear. Given that 
world view, it would be pretty silly to 
deny others their opinions at home 

Still, he firmly believes that Cana- 
da can do a lot of good through mili- 
tary actions, citing the fierce fight 
ing reputation Canada earned in the 
First and Second World Wars as the 
reason for the country’s later success 
as peacekeepers. 

Besides, teams of Canadians are 
talking to Afghans, trying to rebuild 
the country in addition to the mili- 
tary operations. “I think the general 
Canadian population lacks the day- 
to-day reality of what people do 
overseas.”

He’s been 
on Canadian media and made it very 
clear that if he’s elected he will be 
coming to Canada and asking for 
more of a commitment. But we are 
not stuck in Afghanistan for the 
want of a few thousand American 
troops.

Afghanistan past Stephen Harper's 
withdrawal date of 2011. And that’s 
not going to sit well with Canadians, 
he says. 

Staples is the director of the Rideau 
Institute, an Ottawa-based advocacy 
group opposed to the war. He was an 
early advocate of negotiations with 
the Taliban, and was secretly moni- 
tored by the military during one of 
his speeches in Halifax in 2007. He 
says that during his current speaking 
tour, he has heard from many people 
who are very conflicted on the war 
in Afghanistan. He hopes his pub- 
lic speaking tour gives Canadians a 
chance to talk about both the Ameri- 
can election and what they want in 
Afghanistan. 

Here's what he had to say about 
Obama’s policies for Afghanistan 
and Iraq, negotiations with the Tali- 
ban, and Canada’s changing role in- 
ternationally. 


SEE Magazine: Why are you cau- 
tious about Obama? 

Steven Staples: Well, I think 
there's a lot to be grateful for. Ev- 
eryone will be celebrating the end 
of George Bush’s eight years in the 
White House. ... But Obama himself 
has cautioned that he has become a 
kind of screen upon which anyone 
can project whatever they want, 
whatever their hopes and dreams are 
for a politician. He certainly would 
mark a new direction. But let's be 
realistic about it: nations don’t have 
friends, they have interests. Canadi-

SS: That’s what some people have 
asked for, but those people still think 
that there’s a military solution to the 
war. There is no military solution to 
the war. We can’t win it militarily. 
The end of the war is going to hap- 
pen probably by sitting around and 
talking to people that we don't really 
like very much, and encouraging the 
{Hamid] Karzai government to en- 
ter into negations. In fact, that's the 
trend line. ... The problem is that so 
much of Canadian policy has been 
focused on how do we fight the war 
instead of how do we end it. 

SEE: How seriously do you take 
Obama's willingness to talk with the 
Taliban? 

SS: There's certainly been a trend 
towards more listening and less 
shooting. | think he will be more apt 
to listen to other partners. Certainly, 
the Europeans have been very criti- 
cal of the U.S. approach in Afghani- 
stan. ... We'll have to see how it goes. 
He’s inheriting a whole apparatus 
there. He can’t just change it on a 
dime. But I’m hopeful there will be 
some wisdom in the White House. 

SEE: What do you think about 
Canada’s changing role internation- 
ally? 

SS: Well, we've been fighting a ma- 
jor war since 2001, and every year 
it gets worse. Please tell me which 
strategy we should be following, be- 
cause the one we are using now is 
not working. We have been involved 
in a combat role and it seems the 
tighter we grip our hands, the faster

Driving With Teagan 


A SEE WRITER GOES THE RIDE 
OF HIS LIFE (AND POSSIBLY HIS 
DEATH) WITH ONE OF CANADA'S

I knew if I didn’t keep my compo- 
sure, we would die. 

We had driven 50 feet with two 
wheels on the curb through a con- 
struction zone and Teagan Cramer, a 
contestant on Canada's Worst Driver 
4, was in a panic. | had to keep tell- 
ing myself that I had no right to be 
angry — | knew what I was getting 
into, and | was getting exactly what | 
had asked for. 

The moment Cramer's beat-up 
'88 Ford Ranger lurched into the 
Northgate Mall parking lot to pick 
me up, my stomach sank. The 
passenger-side door handle was an 
old skateboard truck, and the ex- 
terior was coated in matte-black 
spray paint. 

“I have to spray paint it often be- 
cause of the rust and the shit I hit 
scratches it up,” Cramer explained 

The plan was to ride shotgun with 
Cramer while he followed my SEE 
officemate’s "97 Buick Skylark from 
Northgate Mall to the International 
Airport — hitting all of Edmonton's

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What happened to the Municipal 
Airport when the Second World War 
broke out? 

When the war broke out, the city gave the 
airport to the Department of National De- 
fence. They came in and built an RCAF base 
on the southwest side of the airport. The city 
was [also] in the process of paving the air- 
port and building a new terminal. There were 
three hangars at the time and the Mackenzie 
Air Service had just built a new repair facil- 
ity at the north end of the airfield and it was 


the third largest aircraft repair facility in the 
country... They were also getting aircraft 
shipped in crates from England and recon- 
ditioning them for flying training. There's 
even a guy who built an apartment building 
from the crates, andit'’s still in existence with 
people living in it. 


What projects were going on at the 
time? 

There was a project to build a road and a 
pipeline from Norman Wells on the Mack-

enzie River across the mountains to the 
refinery they built in White Horse. That was 
called the CANOL Project and it was huge. It 
was the second largest construction project 
undertaken by the U.S. Army Corps of Engi- 
neers after the Manhattan Project to build 
the nuclear bomb. The Manhattan Project, 
secretly, was also involved here because 
they were getting uranium from the mine at 
Great Bear Lake. On top of that, they 
also started the lend lease, providing air- 
craft to the Russians — bombers, fighters, 


transports, and about 8,000 aircraft for 
the Russians came through here. All the 
US. Army and Air Force aircraft that 
fought in Alaska came through here, as 
well as transportation to and from Russia 
— it was a very busy airport. It is a strategic 
location. 


Strategic how? 

You had a guy named Grant McConachie. 
He realized that if you're going to fly from 
the central United States that the shortest 


route to go anywhere was to go up through 
the Yukon over to Alaska and down into Rus- 
sia, China, and Japan. These are the polar 
toutes that the jets fly. But he was the first 
one to catch on that if you're going from New 
York or Chicago to Japan you went through 
Edmonton. And if you were going from San 
Francisco or L.A. to Europe, you [also] went 
through Edmonton. He was the first person 
to call Edmonton the aerial crossroads of the 
world. 


How busy was the airport during the 
war? 

You had aircraft being test flown, aircraft 
training flights, aircraft on passenger routes, 
aircraft being delivered — it was a real mad- 
house, It used to be quite popular during the 
war to come out on Kingsway and park your 
car on the side and there were popcorn and 
hot dog sellers. all along the centre. You'd 
picnic or eat hot dogs and watch the planes 
and have a good time. The Americans were 
actually quite concerned about it. They were 
very afraid that an airplane would have an 
accident during takeoff and plow into a lot 
of people, but they couldn't keep the people 
away. On one day, there were 860 aircraft 
recorded landing and taking off here in one 
24-hour period. It works out to one every 27 
or 30 seconds. The airport became so busy 
that the Americans finally built their own 
airbase outside of town called Namao. It was 
the only permanent U.S. Air Force base built 
outside of the continental U.S. during the 
Second World War.

There's a lot to say about Pinot Noir 
— perhaps too much. Just wait until 
you end up at a dinner table with 
someone drunkenly waxing poetic 
about the heartbreaks and triumphs 





The other extreme is most often 
incarnated in Pinot's motherland, the 
Burgundy region of France. Though 
the majority of Burgundy is aver- 
age, and an unfortunate percentage 
is terrible, every few years a good 
vintage comes along and the wines 
can fulfill their true potential. They 
develop a surprising high concen- 
tration of tannins and acidity, along 
with fruit flavours tempered by lay- 
ers of oak and its signature earthy, 
gamey quality — akin to damp earth, 
barnyard, and sometimes even meat 
(which gives a whole new meaning 
to the term “steak wines”). These 
wines can age for decades, and an 
aged Burgundy from a great year is 
supposed to be all but transcendent 


bearing “Pinot” in their name. Could 
there be a connection, you ponder? 
Indeed, this phenomenon is more 
than a coincidence — Pinot Noir is 
prone to genetic mutation. Darwin 
would have loved this grape, as it has 
been spawning bastard children for 
millennia — Pinot Gris, Pinot Blanc 
Pinot Meunier, and many others all 
trace their ancestry to that bitch of 
Burgundy. Even Pinotage, South | 
Africa’s signature variety, calls Pi- 
not Noir mom (daddy being Italy's 
Cinsault — must have been quite the 
party) 

Though I take food and wine pair- | 
ing with a grain of salt, 1 do admit | 
that Pinot is one of the best food 
wines. Its lighter body doesn’t over-

of seeking a “Pinot epiphany.” Hell, 
I've even had a self-proclaimed “wine 
guru” tell me that once I'd drunk as 
much wine as he had, I would realize 
that Pinot is far superior and would 
no longer waste my time with any- 
thing else. (This from a man whose 
nightly consumption included a $10 
bottle of wine and a six-pack of Ko- 
kanee. Wine expert, all right.) 

Asides aside, Pinot is one of the 
oldest cultivated grape varieties, so 
humans have had a rather long time 
to toy with it — there is evidence that 
it was already growing in Burgundy 
in by the fourth century A.D. It is 
very likely that humans selected it 
for cultivation from wild vines more 
than 2,000 years ago. 

The reason Pinot is so talked about 
comes down to its reputation as a 
difficult grape to grow (meaning that 
it's often made into wine that's dif- 
ficult to drink). You’ll find all man- 
ner of sources describing Pinot with 
such adjectives as capricious, fin- 
icky, and variable; a friend of mine 
who studied oenology told me that 
Viticulturalists refer to Pinot Noir 
as “The Bitch Goddess.” Dramatic 
though this may be, it rings of truth, 
and just like in real life, when you 
drink Pinot, you'll run into many 
more bitches than goddesses. 

Pinot gravitates towards extremes; 
you often either get strawberry jam 
or cranberry juice. A good Pinot is 
enjoyable for its light to medium 
body, soft tannins, and bright fruit 
flavours of strawberry and raspberry. 
However, it can get too fruity when 
§'own in a warm climate; as such, 
the best New World examples come 
from cooler regions like Oregon, Ni- 
*gara, and New Zealand. 





(Personally I haven't had this bottle 
yet, so I’m taking it on faith from 
those who have the dough to fork 
over for such a treat.) 

Because climate is so critical in 
producing a good quality Pinot Noir, 
when choosing a Burgundy (or any 
cool-climate Pinot, for that mat- 
ter) the vintage is crucial. In recent 
years, 2005, 2003, and 2002 were all 
warm enough to produce solid wines. 
While you can get lucky with off 
years, you won't find anything daz- 
zling. You may have also wondered 
at the multitudes of other grapes 


whelm most dishes, and its naturally 


high acidity cleanses the palate be- 
tween bites. It is also one of the few 
reds that can pair with fish — Pinot 
paired with salmon is a classic. It 
also pairs admirably with chicken | 


and poultry, especially duck (yet an- | 
other classic Pinot pairing). Heartier 


examples can even stand up to lightly 
seasoned red meat dishes. If sweeter 


New World Pinot is more your style, 
try some out with spicier fare, like 


hot wings. And, when in doubt, Pi- 


not always makes a good partner 


with innumerable types of cheese.

Good ol’ 118 Avenue is starting to 
show some interesting signs of life, 
restaurant-wise. On the way to &] 
Rancho Spanish Restaurant, which 


| is in fact not quite a newcomer to the 


neighbourhood, | did notice a few 
new dining establishments I'd like 
to try. With the exception of €l Ran- 


soned pork, beans, and mozzarella, 
panfried golden brown and served 
with curtido, a snappy marinated 
cabbage salad. I’m told you're sup- 
posed to stuff the pupusa with 
curtido and eat it by hand. I can only 
assume the average Salvadorean 
hand is much sturdier than mine, 
presumably from a lifetime of eating 
pupusas, because I find them too hot 
and liable to fall apart to handle, so I 
resort to a knife and fork. 

We knew El Rancho had pupusas, 
and not just from their handy on- 
line menu (elranchocuisine.com). 
When your local pupusa options are 


contents fall apart on your tongue, 
with the spicy, tangy cabbage follow- 
ing them with a satisfying crunch. 
Seriously, people: you get every 
cent’s worth of your $2.25 and then 
some. 

The tacos were what you'd expect, 
in a good way: a basic construction 
of soft tortillas, seasoned beef cubes, 
diced onions, and cilantro served, 
like the pupusas, with a simple, spicy 
tomato sauce. There were three in 
the order, sided with tomato and 
some creamy guacamole (75 cents) 
that appeared to have been whipped 
up moments before it reached our

cho, I've regarded the exhaust-tinted 
stretch of 118th around the Handy 
and Popular Bakery(s) as takeout 
territory, just the place to find fr- 
ango assado slathered in a piquant 
picante, bifanas, and pasteis de nata, 
the custardy flaky dessert sensation 
all of Lisbon (and most certainly 
Belém) is talking about. Now I see 
Italian, Ethiopian, and Middle East- 
ern options I’m keen to try. Another 
time, though — on this night we were 
after pupusas. 

Pupusas are, of course, the Sal- 
vadorean treat that’s one fast-food 
marketing machine away from tak- 
ing over the world.

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outnumbered by local professional 
sports franchises, it’s pretty easy to 
keep track of where you can get your 
fix. 

The restaurant boasts a tidy, fes- 
tively coloured dining space divid- 
ed in two, with the tables in close 
enough quarters that we could hear 
most of our fellow patrons speaking 
Spanish — always a good sign. It was 
also easy to note that everyone had 
pupusas in front of them. Except us. 

We ordered four mixed pupusas 
($2.25 each) right off the bat, as 
well as a couple of Negra Modelos, 
just in case the food was, you know, 
spicy. When our drinks arrived, we 
requested an order of beef tacos 
($6.55) and a green salad ($6.95) 
for her and an Enchilada Mexicana 
with chicken ($10.95). 

Normally I’d be scared off such a 
dish by the prospect of two gooey 
underfilled tortillas annealed to the 
plate with cheddar adhesive, but 
I know real Mexican food doesn’t 
overdo the cheese. Not only that, 
but the menu promised mole sauce 
(contains nuts) on the stuffed torti- 
llas along with a sprinkling of feta. 

Let me pause here to note that El 
Rancho does the rare service of of- 
fering vegetarian options with many 
of its dishes. They also do lots of 
enticing grilled meats and seafood, 
such as the pescado frito, a whole 
tilapia topped with salsa that every- 
one else in the restaurant seemed to 
be having, even a small child whose 
head was much smaller than the fish 
he was trying toconsume. 

Back to our food. It’s hard for me 
to write about €l Rancho’s pupusas 
just now because it will just remind 
me of how delicious they were and 
how I don't have any of them handy 
— just by thinking about it I can feel 
the way the tortilla and its molten 


table. 

The green salad was for more 
colourful and robust than its name 
would suggest, with mixed greens, 
cucumber and tomato slices, shred- 
ded red cabbage and herbs in a driz- 
zle of vinaigrette that seemed to con- 
tain pulverized sesame seeds. 

The same salad — only smaller 
— came with my enchiladas, which 
were smothered in rich mole sauce 
and a few dollops of tomato sauce 
Making mole is an involved process 
that calls for simmering dried chilis, 
ground nuts, cocoa, and Mexican 
seasonings for a day or so until you 
get a rich, almost gravy-like sauce 
€l Rancho’s velvety take on mole 
smuggled a spicy afterburn onto the 
palate and there was plenty after the 
two tender tortillas full of shredded 
chicken were consumed for mop- 
ping up with the side of rice. 

It probably bears mentioning that 
€l Rancho’s service, while passable, 
lacks a little in the gracious depart- 
ment — our server seemed a little 
distracted by, if not a little impatient 
with, the steady influx of patrons, 
she forgot to bring us our bill when 
we asked for it, then told us after 
we'd been waiting to just go pay at 
the till. There we waited another 
five minutes for someone to come 
and tally our tab — leaving me time 
to notice the sign inside the kitchen 
door that read “Smile! Tomorrow 
will be worse” — which, upon close 
scrutiny, came to $30 more than the 
value of the food we'd ordered. 

“Did you like the food?” our ca- 
shier asked as she corrected her 
mistake, then didn’t acknowledge 
our response in the affirmative. Not 
that the minor inconvenience mat- 
tered — I’d put up with a hell of 4 
lot more than that for €l Ranchos 
pupusas alone.

Same Cornell, Different Taste

Chris Cornell has done it all. Well, 
maybe not all — I’m pretty sure he 
hasn't ridden an orca — but he has 
done his fair share musically. 

From writing what is widely con- 
sidered one of the best albums of 
the "90s (that would be Soundgar- 
den’s Superunknown) to penning the 
theme song to the most successful 
James Bond film ever (“You Know 
My Name” from Casino Royale), 
Cornell has succeeded in both his 
solo career and with a band at his 
back. 

“T planned on being a solo artist af- 
ter Soundgarden broke up,” Cornell 
says. “And the next thing was that 
I was in a band scenario again. As 
much as | love doing that and I love 
those Audioslave records, | felt like 
what I wanted to be able to experi- 
ment with musically . . . the window 
was getting smaller. I think to some 
degree you have to be a solo artist to 
really go out there and break down 
all those conventional walls of how 
you create things. So once I was a 
solo artist again, I felt like I should 
really be taking advantage of the op- 
portunity.” 

Cornell's new album, Scream, is 
a bit of a detour for the rock guru. 
Enlisting the help of super-producer 
Timbaland, Cornell is getting away 
from guitar-driven songs and open- 
ing up his style to see what he can do 
as a solo musician. 

“If you raise the bar for yourself it

gives you something to live up to,” 
Cornell says. 

“The first time I heard about Tim- 
baland was from a Missy Elliot song 
where it had birds chirping as part 
of a beat. I want to be able to make 
records where you have that much 
freedom in what your instrumenta- 
tion is and what your song is made 
up of and what the sounds are and 
how you write it.” 

By changing to a more beat-driven 
R&B style, Cornell may be ostraciz- 
ing his diehard alt-rock fans. But es- 
sentially, he’s just keeping with what 


got him to where he is in the first 
place. 

“You stick to creating music that 
inspires you regardless of what 
anybody else says or whatever the 
popular norm is,” Cornell explains. 
“I remember when Soundgarden 
was touring with Faith No More, 
there were fans that would scream 
because Faith No More had a piano 
player and that wasn’t supposed to 
be part of the dedicated hard rock 
esthetic of the time. I thought, ‘Do 
any of these fans remember Pink 
Floyd or Led Zeppelin or The Who?’ 


Who's Next has one of the first at- 
tempts at synthesizer on a rock song 
that no decent rock fan is going to 
say isn’t amazing. You basically just 
have to do it and ignore pretty much 
anything and everything and let the 
chips fall where they fall.” 

Cornell's method is simple: be 
true to what you love and don't lie to 
yourself. 

“Let’s look at it realistically,” he 
says. “Songwriters, no matter who 
they are or talented they are or pro- 
lific they are, are only going to be 
able to scratch the surface of what's 





possible in music in a lifetime. That 
is the basic, simple fact of it. I think 
the world creates some people who 
like one kind of music and they stick 
with that and they celebrate that over 
and over and over, and I’m not that 
kind of person. I’m a fan of lots of 
different kinds of music and also a 
superfan of the excitement of cre- 
ativity and creating something that 
didn’t exist an hour before. You get 
something from that as a songwriter 
and as recording artist that is pretty 
unbelievable; it’s the magical aspect 
of it.”

Joining O’Hanley on this tour 
in support of their album Little Jabs 
is the usual crew of Liam Corcoran 
(singer), Derek Ellis (drums), and 
Andrew MacDonald (bass). Since 
the album’s 2007 release, they’ve 
been shortlisted for the prestigious 
Polaris Music Prize (they were 
beaten out by Caribou’s Andorra, 
but they won SEE’s special “Peewee 
Polaris Prize”), collected two PEI 
Music Awards, and an East Coast 
usic Award for Best Pop Album.

Vernon, who saw Land of Talk 
play the South By Southwest festi- 
val last summer, ran into Powell and 
her band while touring through the 
States last year. They established 
an immediate mutual fan-ship (and 
rather interesting methods of com- 
munication) that led easily to his in- 
volvement in the album. 

“I was never into working with a 
producer,” Powell says. “Justin was 
an exception.

cancel a whack of tour dates earlier 
this summer due to problems with 
nodules on her vocal cords.

Unlike so many who keep putting 
off those detox plans until some 
imaginary “next weekend,” Powell 
realized she had to smarten up right 
quick. “I think that I was just waiting 
for an excuse,” she starts. “On tour, 
you're always in smoky bars, you get 
used to having a couple drinks before 
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ready fell in love with him. We were 
playing [Bon Iver's] For Emma For- 
ever Ago on repeat while we were 
on tour, and I saw him in Seattle. I 
ran up to him and I was like, ‘Dude, 
would you ever consider working on 
the next Land of Talk album?’ And 
he was like, ‘Dude, I’m so excited, I 
want to punch you in the stomach.” 

Here I start worrying about Pow- 
ell’s self-destructive tendencies — 
she also recently sprained her ankle 
at a BSS show. But Powell laughs off 
their quirkily violent camaraderie 
without a pause. “That's just the way 
we talk. It's like, ‘I love this album so 
much | want to burn it.’”” 

That said, Powell's recent song- 
writing has taken a more gentle turn. 
Departing from the power-pop style 
of Land of Talk’s previous EP (Ap- 
plause Cheer Boo Hiss), Some Are 
Lakes is Powell's very personal re- 
sponse to her parents’ relationship. 

“It’s like a love letter written for 
my father to my mother,” she ex- 
plains. “The whole idea, having your 
own personal relationships fall flat 
and crumble due to the choices I’ve 
made, you know, the life on the road 
thing, and then you shoot to my par- 
ents who have been together since 
the beginning of time. I can’t even 
manage to get up and get to an in- 
terview on time, and they’ve kept it 
together for 40 years.”

Musicians fascinate me. Mostly be- 
cause so many of us love music, yet 
no one loves it more than the guys 
and gals who'll work a day job just to 
write and play at night. So I often ask 
what it was that got a band member 
hooked — what musician from the 
past, what moment of inspiration, 
is responsible for enslaving them to 
this day-to-night cycle? 

“I would always have to do the 
dishes — my dad and I,” explains 
Scott Gallant, bassist for Edmonton's 
own Faunts. “Something that I al- 
ways did is that I went over to all the 
records and I would choose one that 
I was into at that time. Huey Lewis 
was always one that I was super into. 
Synchronicity by The Police, or Su- 
pertramp. One of those three artists 
usually I chose and then we would 
just crank it up and do the dishes.” 
If only Gallant's parents hadn’t made 
him do the dishes, they might have a 
doctor or lawyer on their hands. 

These days, however, the Faunts 
are doing all right for themselves. 
Last year, the Edmonton-based vid- 
eogame company Bioware picked 
up a Faunts’ song, “M4-Part II,” to 
score the end of the Xbox 360 game 
Mass €ffect. For the band, the effect 
was massive, giving them interna- 
tional exposure and a major bump 
in MySpace traffic. To follow up that 
success, the guys are releasing a dig- 
ital-only remix record in November 
and early next year (think February), 
we'll hear an altogether new album 
called Feel. Love. Thinking Of. 

“It's very Faunts-ish,” says Gallant 
of the new CD, which is he hopes 
is going to press as you read this. “I 


mean, every band says they want to. 
be different or unique, but I do think”

way more emphasis on vocal melo 
dies.

A quintet of perfectionists, 
it takes them a while to get a song 
right, but not because they're argu- 
ing: “We're pretty mellow,” swears 
Gallant. “We're pretty behaved guys 
Probably the only thing that has got- 
ten us in trouble is recently when we 
were on tour we played in Vancou- 
ver with this band called The Clips 
We headlined the show and at about 
12:30, the lead singer from The Clips 
came up to us and was like, ‘The cops 
are coming to shut us down, but keep 
playing. Don’t stop no matter what 
And we were like, “What?!?’ ‘Cause 
that shouldn’t happen — we're in 2 
venue, we're in the middle of East 
Hastings, we weren't disturbing any- 
body. So we were onstage and all of 
a sudden, all the lights turned on and 
eight or nine cops burst through the 
backstage door and started pushing 
people out.” 

The boys, as it turned out, were 
the unwitting victims of saboteurs 
from a rival venue. Hopefully they'll 
be back in Vancouver playing again 
soon because, for Gallant, it’s impor 
tant that Faunts’ music has longevity 
— the kind of thing a kid might listen 
to over and over again while doing 
the dishes. . 

“I'd want [audiences] to listen t0 
it,” he says, “and think that it's some 
thing that is unique and something 
that people can emotionally attach t0 
on somewhat of a deeper level. You 
know, there are a lot of songs that for 
me, I love very shallowly. There ar 
also a lot of artists, ‘musicians, and 
songs that I love very deeply. I would 
hope that they get out of the music? 
deeper experience.”

On Life Is Legal, the debut EP from Toronto's Josh 
Reichmann Oracle Band (you might remember 


Reichmann from the critically acclaimed Tangiers), the new six-piece troupe 
runs the musical gamut from sparse slow-builds to pop monster-jams, show- 
casing Reichmann’s dedication to melody and layering. The release also does 
remarkably well in committing to the spirit of their live show (which includes a 
former National Ballet dancer) to record. Life Is Legal begins without warning 
"Great Shadows" plunges into bouncing drums, keys, and guitar. Reichmann's 
Boldn-esque vocals and Joseph Shabason’s sax and flute lead in to dramatic 
builds and breaks that end the song all too soon — clocking in at just under 
two minutes. The song, like the EP, is brief but engaging. “Great Shadows"

In A Swinging Session, Duke

“The best story is when I was driving 
in Montana in the dead of winter a 
few years ago,” says Eliza Gilkyson, 
seasoned musician and woman of 
the road. “I was by myself on this 
deserted road, and suddenly my car 
broke down in the middle of this fro- 
zen tundra. I pulled over and lifted 
my hood, and saw that a piece had 
broken off.” 

“What piece was that?” I ask — de- 
spite all my own touring, my knowl- 


edge of cars is embarrassingly limit- 
| ed, and I wonder if Gilkyson’s answer 
will be something I've heard of. Her 


response, however, reveals that per- 
haps she and and | are in the same 
boat: “It was some bolt that was con- 
nected to a piece holding up some- 
thing that made something else fall.” 
Despite the lack of specific nouns, 
I'm too ignorant to ask any follow- 
up questions. (I am also aware any 
mechanic reading this article will be 
sure to overcharge me the next time 
I take my car into the shop.) 
Gilkyson continues: “I was just sit- 
ting in my car, wondering what to 


do, and along comes this guy in a big 
tractor. He pulled it over and looked 
under my hood, and found where the 








broken part was. Then he towed my 
car all the way to his farm, and I rode 
on the tractor with him.” 

Gilkyson perched on a tractor with 
a stranger in the middle of the Mon- 
tana winter landscape — a great shot 
for a music video, no? 

“When we got to his farm he went 
into his shop and he literally made 
me the part for my car, from scratch,” 
she says. “He somehow knew exactly 
what bolt it was and the exact thread 
for it. It was so impressive! He had 
me back on the road in an hour.” 

Gilkyson doesn’t mention whether 
the farmer told her the name of the 
part he made. But that's okay. Instead, 
she offers me her theory on ancient 
paganism: “It makes sense to me way 
back when, when we were hunter- 
gatherers, that there were different 
gods for different things; you would 
count on a particular god to provide 
a deer when you needed one, or a 
spring would appear when you were 
thirsty or something. And | think us 
musicians still rely on that; we count 
on there being tour gods.” I concur! 
(Though whether this means musi- 
cians are less evolved than the rest of 
the human race is something about 
which I'd rather not theorize.) 

“Sometimes the tour gods seem 
vengeful, though,” I suggest. 

Gilkyson laughs. “That's very true 
The other day I had been on the road 
for such a long time; | was flying 
home via Dallas and had only one 
more flight to take, but the flight to 
Dallas had been delayed, and there 
was no flight out to Austin until the 
next day; the whole airport was shut 
down. I wanted to crawl into my own 
bed so badly, and I was so close, I just 
couldn't bear to go to a hotel — some-

times I don’t think they delay flights 
for any reason except to get more 
people on the next flight and save 
some money, you know?

What's unfamiliar, however, or at 
x wonderfully unexpected, is how 
much time director Jonathan Demme 
devotes to this sequence. Minor char- 
acters we've barely gotten to know 
ddenly take centre stage — and 
et to remain there far longer than 
you'd expect them to. Demme has 
thosen to shoot on digital video with 
handheld camera, which means 
that right from the first scene, the 
im has established a pretty casual 
isual style, but-here it’s almost as if 
le movie is on the verge of turning 
nto a home movie — much like the 





one being shot by Sidney's brother, 
who spends the entire film with a 
videocamera in front of his face. And 
yet Demme creates such a convivial 
onscreen atmosphere, his frame is 
so teeming with life, and his affec 
tion for the characters is so obvious 
(and so democratic) that you hardly 
care that the scene has been going on 
for what must be close to 20 minutes 
without hitting a single plot point 
Then, Rachel's younger sister Kym 
(Anne Hathaway) stands up to make 
her speech, tapping a knife on the 
side of her glass a little more force- 
fully than is necessary. Kym is liter- 
ally only hours out of rehab; a prickly 
personality at the best of times, her 
presence has introduced an undeni- 
able undercurrent of unease into the 
wedding preparations. This is the 
first public appearance of the “re- 
formed” Kym, and she blows it com-

pletely, making “self-deprecating” 
jokes about her drug addiction that 
only make everybody more uncom- 
fortable and wishing Rachel well in a 
manner designed to call attention to 
her own resentment and bitterness 
Anne Hathaway has been getting 
a lot of praise for her work in this 
film, and she deserves it on the basis 
of this scene alone. Kym is carrying 
around a lot of pain — pain that she 
will probably never entirely dispel — 
but instead of playing her as a vic- 
tim, Hathaway emphasizes Kym's 
most unattractive traits, almost to 
the exclusion of all others. Kym is 
self-pitying, self-righteous, tactless, 
and really kind of infuriating in her 
inability to talk to her family with- 
out making a scene. So much of the 
tension in Rachel Getting Married 
comes from the question of whether 
Kym can pull herself together for 
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in Hellboy The Golden Ary 
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her sister's big day, and as it turns 
out, contrary to all your sentimental 
moviegoing expectations, she really 
can’t. And so, when Rachel forgives 
her anyway — especially in the scene 
late in the film where she gives Kym 
a bath — the effect is almost over- 
whelmingly emotional. Family is a 
great source of comfort, but often an 
even greater source of pain, and Ra- 
chel Getting Married captures that 
dynamic with great beauty. 

This being a Jonathan Demme 
movie, it’s also filled with fantastic 
music: just about every scene has 
a musician in it somewhere, either 
acting, performing onstage or just 
noodling around at the edge of the 
frame. (Four different bands play 
at the reception alone, including a 
combo featuring Robyn Hitchcock!) 
And like that magical rehearsal- 
dinner sequence, the film keeps os- 





cillating effortlessly from mode to 


mode, from family drama to docu- 
mentary to concert film. And the 
mood keeps shifting unpredictably 
as well, from joy to pain to laughter. 
I can't say enough about the welcom- 
ing mood Demme creates in this 
film, the feeling that for two hours, 
you're as much a part of this fam- 
ily as the characters onscreen — or 
about Bill Irwin's magnificent perfor- 
mance as Kym’s father, a good-heart- 
ed man aching to understand his 
daughter's misery. 

The death of Robert Altman in 
2006 left a gigantic hole in Ameri- 
can cinema. | can think of no higher 
praise than to say that in its gener- 
osity of spirit and its appreciation of 
the complexities of human behav- 
iour, Rachel Getting Married is the 
most Altmanesque film anybody has 
made since.

One of Margaret Brown's earliest 
memories of the Mardi Gras parades 
in her hometown of Mobile, Ala., in- 
volves the float on which Folly would 
chase Death around and around a 
broken column. Officially, the im- 
age is a metaphor for the way a good 
party can make you forget about 
mortality, if only temporarily, but as 
Brown says, the image has a strange- 
ness and a pagan power that makes 
it impossible to reduce to one simple 
meaning. 

“It's the broken column of the 
South,” Brown says over the phone 
from Tuscaloosa, where she's pre- 
paring to present her extraordinary 
documentary The Order of Myths, 
which uses Folly and Death as its 
opening image. (The film will also 
be showing this week in Edmonton 
at Global Visions.) “And the way it’s 
traditionally been done is to have all 
these black workers carrying bra- 
ziers beside it — and I use that word, 
‘traditionally,’ very specifically. It’s a 
complicated image that speaks to the 
mythology inside us all — it’s about 
enjoying life, but also about death 
being close around the corner. It 
always gave me the shivers when | 
was little. 

“And it’s a very racially loaded 
image as well. As that symbol trav- 
els through black neighbourhoods 
and white neighbourhoods and 
mixed neighbourhoods, it changes 
as it moves.” 

The Order of Myths is a similarly 
slippery creation. On the surface, it's 
about the Mobile Mardi Gras, the old- 
est Mardi Gras celebration in North 
America. (Mobile was celebrating 
Mardi Gras long before New Orleans 
was even a city.) As a centuries-old 
event, it's steeped in tradition: pa- 
rades, balls, secret societies, incred- 
ibly opulent costumes that emulate 
the grandeur of 18th-century Euro- 





pean royalty. 

But as Brown makes clear, another 
old Southern tradition clings to the 
Mobile Mardi Gras: segregation. 
There are, in fact, two Mardi Gras 
celebrations in town: a black Mardi 
Gras and an entirely separate white 
Mardi Gras. Both have their own 
parades, their own social calendars, 
their own kings and queens. The Or- 
der of Myths documents the 2007 
Mardi Gras, a year when — ina chill- 
ing —_- you-can’t-make-this-stuff-up 
twist — the family of the white Mardi 
Gras queen used to own the family 
of the black Mardi Gras queen. Few 
films convey the way America’s rac- 
ist history reaches into the present 
day more vividly than The Order 
of Myths. 

But the film contains very few 
demonstrations of outright racial 
hostility; instead, Brown shows a city 
where the black world and the white 
world have reached a polite, even 
genteel impasse. We do see some 
attempts at bridging the distance — 
2007 was the first year that the black 
and white king and queen appeared 
at each other's balls, for instance — 
but those gestures toward integration 
are very cautious and very tentative, 
symbols of the idea of progress rath- 
er than evidence of the thing itself. 
(Then again, considering Mobile's 
last lynching occurred in 1981, you 
could argue they've actually come a 


long way pretty fast.) 
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molitudes 


Brown says there have been at- 
tempts over the years to integrate 
the two Mardis Gras, but it’s diffi- 
cult to gauge just how much support 
for the notion actually exists. “It all 
depends on who you ask,” she says. 
“There's no one opinion. There was 
an editor of the local paper who tried 
to integrate it when he came in, some 
lawsuits have been launched. But the 
people in power don’t want it inte- 
grated. It threatens them. 

“And the way the Mardi Gras 
works, there are all these secret so- 
cieties, which are ways that jobs get 
passed down and power gets held 
by certain families. It’s all tied into 
the economy and there-are a lot of 
vested interested. It’s a way of keep- 
ing power in certain hands, but it’s all 
clothed in this thing of ‘Oh, party! 
Mardi Gras!’” 

It should be emphasized, however, 
that The Order of Myths is more 
sociological essay than exposé. The 
centrality of Mardi Gras to the Mo- 
bile calendar, and the amount of 
money that these venerable families 
and organizations are willing to pour 
into it — the parties, the parade floats, 
the tiaras, the sceptres, the gowns 
bearing the family crest — has to be 
seen to be believed. We are talking 
wedding-of-Charles-and-Di levels of 
opulence here. 

“There's a whole class of artisans 
in Mobile who essentially work on 
Mardi Gras all year round,” Brown

says. “One time, I dropped by the 
studio of Ron Barrett, who made the 
white king’s train, and he was clearly 
frustrated about something. So I 
asked him, ‘What's wrong?’ And he 
said the king's mother really wanted 
there to be ermine tails on the train 
— they were modelling it after some 
European monarch’s train that had, 
like, 200 ermine tails on it. And he 
was going crazy trying to find 200 
ermine tails — there’s no such thing 
as an ermine tail supplier anymore. 
There probably aren't 200 ermine 
tails in the whole world! But that’s 
the kind of thing people want. Can 
you believe that?” 

€rmine-tailed trains may be a thing 
of the past, but it appears Mardi Gras 
in Mobile will remain segregated for 
the near future. That said, Brown 
notes that in 2008, the black and 
white kings and queens paid each 
other an official visit, so it appears 
that a new integrated tradition has 
taken root. And she says her film 
may have, in some small way, gotten 
people talking about integration as at 
least a possibility. 

“The film was the hot topic in town 
for a while,” she says. “It was a very 
rowdy audience, talking back to the 
movie. They seemed to be getting a 
lot out of it. 1 don’t want to toot my 
own horn, but I think it's a way for 
people to suddenly see what was pre- 
viously invisible to them. A film is a 
weird kind of mirror.”

“She's not afraid of asking the 
tough questions,” Kennedy says. “I 
have admired her journalistic in- 
tegrity and her perseverance for 
years, so I was very excited to get to 
make a film about her.” HBO ap- 
proached Kennedy, whose previous 
film Ghosts of Abu Ghraib put her 
on the map, and Kennedy leapt at 
the chance to put questions to the 
ultimate questioner. Kennedy even 
asked her if she ever used her femi- 
nine wiles to get answers from the 
White House 

“She blushed!” Kennedy says 
“She actually blushed. 1 made her 
blush.” 

But Kennedy was most interested 
by the contradictions Thomas pres- 
ents. “In one breath she says that the 
media can’t take down a president,” 
she says. “I happen to disagree. But 
then she goes on to say that the me- 
dia didn’t ask critical questions about 
the Iraq war. She feels that if the me- 
dia hadn't fallen down on their job, 
we might not still be at war. With 
that, I agree.” 

Although both Kennedy and 
Thomas have been branded as rag- 
ing leftists by the American right, 
Kennedy maintains that Thomas 
is a fair and equitable journalist. “I 
have tremendous respect for her,” 
Kennedy says. “She is fair on both 
sides of the political divide. She was 
harsh in her treatment of Clinton 


during the Lewinsky fiasco, and she 
was just as tough on Nixon and the 
Bushes. She is nonpartisan in her 
quest for the truth — the truth the 
American people, and the world, 
deserve.” 

If anything, Thank You, Mr. Presi- 
dent takes pains to reveal Thomas’ 
humanity and humility. Kennedy 
describes a photo montage in the 
film, where Thomas’ face shines in 
awe as she stands next to each of 
the nine presidents she has scruti- 
nized. “Tough as she is, she admits 
it's hard not to be in awe of that kind 
of power.” 

Kennedy herself knows something 
about that kind of power. As the 
youngest daughter of Bobby Ken- 
nedy, Rory Kennedy grew up in the 


spotlight, in a family that is perhaps 





the closest thing to royalty in Ameri- 
can political life — which put her in 
an interesting position as she made 
a film about a woman who once coy- 
ered her own family, often critically. 
Although she never met her uncle 
JFK (or her father, for that matter), 
Kennedy is close to the political ac- 
tion, and is an active supporter of 
Barack Obama. 

“I’m so anxious,” she says dur- 
ing our interview, the day before the 
USS. election. (She's taking a quick 
break from the phone banks.) “I'm 
so tired of waiting. But I've been 
through the numbers and it’s next 
to impossible for Obama to lose.

to him. It's pretty impressive! And 
it's kind of what drives him now.

“He was in Toronto for Hot Docs,” 
adds John Tran (who is Hai’s son, 
Ta’s husband, and Daddy Tran’s cin- 
ematographer), “and he loved it. He 
showed his photos to everyone he 
could find. We don’t even have to 
promote the film; he’s out there pro- 
moting it for us.” 

But if Daddy Tran is anything to 
go by, Hai Tran has never lacked for 
enthusiasm wherever photography 
is involved. The camera bug bit him 
early on as a child in Vietnam, and 
even after he came to Canada with 
his family after the Vietnam War, his 
lack of money didn’t keep him from 
adding to his camera collection. “I 
remember as a kid, going with him 
to pawnshops and flea markets every 
weekend to buy cameras,” John says. 
“He'd make me clean them up, and 
then he’d store them in the basement 
and lock them up. My mother says 
there would always be two cheques: 
one to feed the family and another 
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to buy cameras. We were poor, but 
he was adamant. If he saw a camera 
selling for $50 that he thought was 
really worth $200, he had to buy it.” 

Soon, Hai opened up a camera store 
of his own in Calgary — and as digital 
photography overtook the market, 
Vintage Visuals became one of the 
few places in North America where 
“old-fashioned” camera technology 
still thrived. Eventually, though, even 
Hai had to admit defeat, and the last 
third of Daddy Tran’s 45 minutes is 
devoted to the closing of the Vintage 
Visuals store (which continues to op- 
erate online). 

Daddy Tran isn't all it could be — 
there are enough veiled allusions 
throughout the film to Hai's explosive 
temper, his domineering personality, 
and his bizarre obsession with home 
security to make you think that the 
potential for a darker film lurks just 
under its surface. “We did want to 
see more of [that side of him],” Ta 
says, “but he’s just much too aware 
of the camera.

critics (although I would personally 
argue that the 1920s are more de- 
serving of that title), it is curious to 
note that two of that decade's most 
infamous directorial figures, Sam 
Peckinpah and Rainer Werner Fass- 
binder, have been erased from the 
collective memories of this recent 
generation of criticism. 

In Fassbinder’s case, the limited 
availability of viewable titles (at least 
in relation to his vast body of work) 
is certainly an obstacle, but no such 
explanation holds for Peckinpah. All 
of his films have been readily avail- 
able for decades, all were major Hol- 
lywood releases with A-list stars, and 
all featured an abundance of vio- 
lence and action of the sort that usu- 
ally appeals to this new generation of 
critics — yet Peckinpah’s influence 
on the history of American cinema 
is routinely ignored. Why?

When I think about what it would 
take to convert William Shakespeare's 
A Midsummer Night's Dream from 
a play to a ballet, the conundrum | 
find most pressing (and potentially 
dangerous), is the fact that Bottom is 
magically transformed into a donkey. 
It's got to be hard to dance with an 
ass for a head 

“That was a lot of work,” 
Alberta Ballet artistic director Jean 
Grande-Maitre with a little chuckle. 
“It's a large head and he has to do 
a pas de deux — he has to lift her, 
promenade her, keep her on bal- 


agrees 


ance and he can't even see her. It's 
quite an impediment to have such 
a long nose, We had to rehearse 
with the mask on continuously so 
that the dancers could get used to it 
and they could adapt to each other 
and find ways to make the pas de 
deux work. 

“There's little peepholes,” Grand- 
Maitre continues, “but he’s basically 
seeing the floor, so it's very hard for 
him not to end up in the orchestra 
pit or to drop a ballerina. It's always 
a very touchy one, and I can tell you 
whenever that pas de deux shows up 
during performance my toes kinda 
curl up in my shoes cause | get a 
little bit nervous.” 

However, Alberta Ballet is happy 
to risk sending one of its dancers 
tumbling into a tympani if it means 





bringing back one of its most suc- 
cessful productions for its fans: 
Christopher Wheeldon’s adaptation 
of A Midsummer Night's Dream. Ac- 
cording to Grand-Maitre, Wheeldon 
is probably the most important ballet 
choreographer working today and in 
order to stay relevant, the company 
must perform his pieces. It helps 
that it’s a beloved comedy, accessible 
to both children and adults, fitting 
nicely into Alberta Ballet's Shake- 
speare cycle 

Midsummer is now firmly rooted 
in the company’s history as they 
have performed the piece twice be- 
fore. This third time around will 
give audiences a chance to see how 
the dancers (and the company itself) 
have grown. Even though they've 


presented the piece before, the sets 
and costumes are still rentals, which 
led to a tutu-snafu in preparation for 
November's show. 

“The costumes were a problem be- 
cause they had been sold to another 
ballet company and they were per- 
forming in those costumes on the 
same nights we were performing in 
Calgary and Edmonton,” Grand-Mai- 
tre says. “So we rented two different 
productions from two different ballet 
companies: San Francisco Ballet aid 
Pennsylvania Ballet. Then we laid all 
the costumes out in the studio one 
day with my ballet masters and tried 
to adapt the two productions so there 
would be a homogenous. look, so it 
would not be noticeable that we were 
mixing productions together. Then

we actually had to get costumes out 
of our Romeo and Juliet production, 
our Othello production, and our Cin- 
derella production. Basically you 
have five different ballet productions 
on stage costume-wise.” 

They need so many costumes be- 
cause every role is double-cast, just 
in case injury or infection strikes. 
While the company is always pre- 
pared for dreadful scenarios, what 
Grand-Maitre didn’t count on was 
the unpredictable nature of joy. 

Opening night in Calgary, the lead 
dancer who was supposed to perform 
Oberon, Jonathan Ollivier, his wife 
started to go into labour,” 
“She was having a baby opening 


he says. 


night. She phoned him up an hour 
before the curtain went up and the 


baby was born before intermission 
So at the last minute there was an 
enormous amount of cast changes 


and people filling in for other people 
just to be able to let our Oberon be 
there for the birth of his child.” 

That's the excitement of the live 
performing arts. You don't get to feel 
the adrenaline that sweeps through a 
theatre anywhere else. “It's very con- 
tagious energy in an auditorium,” 
Grand-Maitre says, 
are laughing together and crying to- 
gether and there is something that 
reconnects a community to itself and 
to life and the beauty of life.” 

And if that doesn’t get your atten- 
tion, there's always an outside chance 
that Bottom with fall bottom-up into 
the horn section.

i A lot of art ends up being autobio- 
; graphical by accident, but in Largo 
i Desolato, Czech playwright and pol- 
itician Vaclav Havel deals his friends 
and fans a particularly harsh, undis- 
guised blow: he equates them, one 
to one, with totalitarianism and the 
secret police. The more supportive 
they are of his work, the more fascist 
they're made out to be, I’d hate to be 
on the guest list at that premiere. 
The gala at the Timms Centre last 
week, on the other hand, had a much 
more jovial tone to it. Director Beau 
Coleman's production is a decidedly 
upbeat romp, with zippy choreogra- 
phy and lightly barbed dialogue. In 
fact, most of the darkness in Havel’s 










































script (and there is plenty there) gets 
pushed to the margins — to generally 
good effect. 

Largo Desolato is set in the house 
of Leopold (Joel Crichton), a dissi- 
dent writer who's as scared of being 
hauled away by the government as 
he is of having recently been cham- 
pioned as the spokesman for the op- 
pressed. He sits facing his door in a 
state of constant worry, dreading the 
inevitable buzz of his bell and un- 
able to do anything but obsess and 
self-medicate. The bell does ring, 
many times: only instead of the po- 
lice, Leopold has to contend with his 
Toommate, his quasi-girlfriend, his 
friends, and his adoring fans. They 
all want to know where his long- 
awaited new book is, and why he isn’t 
doing more to help the revolution.

Again 
there's an obvious parallel being 
made between fans and enemies, but 
these two have great comic timing, 
and bounce off of one another with 
an easy charisma that makes the 
metaphor much easier to swallow. 

The play's big argument is that if 
you live under totalitarianism, you 
will become a totalitarian. In that re 
spect, the real hero of Largo Desolato 
is Leopold's lover Lucy (Tess Degen- 
stein). Where most characters are 


reduced to clinging to one emotion, 


or repeating the same monologues 
again and again, Lucy feels in all di 
rections: she laughs, and cries, and 
gets angry, and challenges the absur 
dities around her rather than auto 
matically accommodating them 
Leopold is lucky to have her, and 
the bubbly Degenstein makes her 
extremely easy to love, but she gets 
swept aside midway through with 
yarely a second thought It's a twin 
tragedy: neither Leopold nor the 
sroduction pauses to notice that the 
police have abducted the very model 
of what he’s supposed to be fighting 
or.

A dying child’s body swings from a 
torture cell's ceiling fan. His preg- 
nant mother watches as she is raped 
by Saddam Hussein's officers. 

A teenaged Iraqi girl is raped with 
a bayonet and shot in the head by 
American soldiers. 

A soft-spoken Iraqi prisoner is tor- 
tured and humiliated by American 
troops. The ringleader? A 23-year- 
old girl from West Virginia, who 
leads her charge around Abu Ghraib 
prison leashed at the neck like 
a dog. 

These are some of the images 
from Theatre Network's unsettling 
new production of Palace of the End 
by Judith Thompson. 

Palace of the End consists of three 
monologues, each reflecting a differ- 
ent perspective on the atrocities of 
the Iraq war: in turn we meet Lynndie 
England (Nadien Chu), WMD ex- 
pert Dr. David Kelly (John Wright), 
and Iraqi torture survivor Nehrjas Al 
Saffarh (Natascha Girgis). 

With the unholy trinity of George 
Bush, Tony Blair, and Saddam Hus- 


sein serving as a backdrop, Thomp- 
son's play is highly critical of the 
foreign occupation of Iraq and con- 
tinually shocks the audience with 
horrible, intimate details of war: the 
smile on the face of a tortured child, 
the entertainment value of the Abu 
Ghraib atrocities, and the sad, slow 
demise of a brilliant man. The first 
two monologues vilify the Ameri- 
can and British involvement in Iraq, 
while the third is an attempt at re- 
demption, pointing out the horrors 
of Saddam's regime and the necessi- 
ty for change. Euphemisms like “re- 
gime change” are bandied about, but 
Thompson leaves us with the knowl- 
edge all that changes is the colour of 
the torturer’s uniform. 

Thompson has never been one to 
shy away from challenging work. In 
previous plays like Lion in the Streets 
and I Am Yours, she confronted hu- 
miliation, abuse, and desperation; 
Palace of the End goes even further, 
places these themes in an interna- 
tional context. It is a delight to see 
a Canadian playwright move beyond 
regional kitchen-sink drama and take 
on international issues. Despite the 
odd Quebec joke (and who doesn’t 
like to laugh at Quebec?), Palace of 
the End is a bold step forward for 
Canadian drama, confronting issues 
important to the world stage. 

And this multilayered production, 
directed by Marianne Copithorne, 
does the work justice. Chu gives a 
strong performance as the much- 
England, the 


American soldier convicted of com- 


maligned Lynndie 






































mitting “indecent acts” against Aby 
Ghraib prisoners. Despite a Wes; 
Virginian dialect that occasionally 
migrates north, Chu is solid and sur 
prisingly disarming in her role. W 
don’t want to like England, but a 
times we can't help ourselves. 

It's impossible for veteran actor 
John Wright to give a poor perfor 


mance, and as Kelly, the suicida 
weapons specialist, he is a sad 
strange victim of his country’s in 
volvement in the so-called War on 
Terror. But it's Natascha Girgis who 
gives possibly the show’s most heart 
breaking performance as Nehrjas, 
woman who survived Saddam's tor 
ture only to die in Desert Storm. Her 
superlative portrayal of this woman, 
along with her pitch-perfect Arab 
dialect, is so moving, so tender th:

it's hard not to already be thinking of 
next year’s Sterling nods. 

The only off note in the produc 
tion is a somewhat confining set, 
and Copithorne’s strange decision to 
place the actors behind a scrim that 
distances the audience from the ac 
tion. The characters speak directly 
to the audience and the scrim does 
nothing but get in the way. 

Palace of the End is not exactly 
fun night out, but it is a challeng 
ing play that shocks, disturbs, and 
unsettles our Western notions of the 
“good guy.” And it forces us to bear 
witness to the horrors of war: in the 
words of Thompson's David Kelly, 
“It is a terrible thing to ask, | know 
But I am asking, because I don’t want 
to be alone.”

Panthers, Propaganda, President Obama 





This week, Jill and Mandy experi- 
ence the influential history and vi- 
sual intensity of SNAP Gallery's All 
Power to the People! Graphics of the 
Black Panther Party 1966-1974. 


Jill: I don’t think I’ve ever seen a 
show quite like the one that's up 
right now at SNAP. Propped up on 
the walls, poster-style, are dozens of 
posters and newspaper images from 
the 1960s and 70s era of the Black 
Panther Party. It kind of takes you 
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by surprise — I mean, these graph- 
ics pack an obvious punch, and a 
lot of them are visually appealing ... 
but the context behind them makes 
them all the more powerful. 

Mandy: It’s really interesting to 
me that this show is in Edmonton 
right now (as the Western Canadian 
premiére, no less). Some of the im- 
ages are quite jarring. Strong graphic 
lines and bright solid colours com- 
bine into visually aggressive procla- 
mations. The political motivations 
behind their iconic representations, 
proposing a democratic call to arms 
and community unity, provide a very 
clear depi¢tion of the party’s agenda. 
Did you find that you were inclined 
to engage with the work on an aes- 
thetic level, or more politically? 

Jill: I'd say they’re intertwined. 
I don’t think you can look at them 
without feeling the political message 
behind them in a big way. Images of 
men holding rifles and harpoons, 
or obituaries for people in black 
communities, or political cartoons 


ae 


depicting harsh “us vs. them” reali- 
ties — regardless of how aesthetically 
pleasing these posters are, you have 
to admit that they serve their pur- 
pose as political propaganda. 

Mandy: The timing of this show 
is a part of what makes me feel so 
emotionally impacted by it. I don't 
know about you, but I am getting 
pretty obsessed with the U.S. elec- 
tion that will have already happened 
by the time this article is printed. 
It's amazing to me that America, a 
country whose roots are so inter- 
twined with slavery and racism, 
could elect an African-American 
man as president. That's what | kept 
thinking about as I looked at these 
images: the Black Panthers striving 
so hard for individual freedom, and 
the role they played in transforming 
their country. 

Jill: I’m glad you brought this up. 
I don’t think it was an accident that 
this show was curated at this time. 

Mandy: Well, the election has cer- 


tainly brought to the forefront the 


reality of race relations in America 
— the divide between the people 
who support Obama and the ones 
who support McCain seems to run 
so deep. But | wonder if you're right 
about the timing. I would have ap- 
preciated having more information 
available at the gallery about how 
the exhibition came to exist here, 
and the motives behind it. 

Jill: 1 know there was a big ol’ 
pamphlet mentioning each one of 
the pieces’ purpose and prominence 
in the exhibit. But you're right, there 
isn't any specific information on the 
curatorial background of the show 
or its arrival at SNAP. Still, the tim- 
ing can't be accidental. I mean, this 
is a crucial moment in history. It’s 
worth some reflection. 

Mandy: I wonder if Emory Doug- 
las, who was the Minister of Culture 
for the Black Panther Party and is 
the artist behind many of the images 
on display, believed that his country 
would ever evolve this far? 

Jill: 1 don’t think that the U.S.

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CURTIS SITTENFELD 
FICTIONALIZES THE 
ENIGMATIC LIFE OF LAURA 
BUSH IN AMERICAN WIFE 





AMERICAN WIFE 
By Curtis Sittenfeld. Random House. 558 pp. $30

With the Bush presidency nearly over, 
and as it becomes clearer and clearer 
just how far-reaching the damage his 
disastrous reign has inflicted upon 
the environment, the economy, and 
the United States’ reputation abroad 
— not to mention how many decades 
it will take to undo it all — how curi- 
ous it is that the two major fiction- 
alizations of the Bush White House 
to have come out in the last couple 
of months have taken a sympathetic 
view of the overmatched ignoramus 
at the centre of it all. 

Oliver Stone's film W. doesn’t ex- 
actly let Dubya off the hook for the 
ineffective, unmotivated war in Iraq, 
but by focusing on Bush's struggles 
for his father’s approval and by put- 
ting Josh Brolin’s charismatic perfor- 
mance at the centre of every scene, 
Stone makes it impossible for you to 
regard Bush as a simplistic villain 
— or as a simplistic simpleton, for 
that matter. 

In a way, Curtis Sittenfeld goes 
even farther towards rehabilitat- 
ing Bush’s image in her new novel 
American Wife, He isn’t called Bush 
in the book — instead, he’s Char- 
lie Blackwell, heir to a Wisconsin 
meatpacking fortune, part owner 
of the Milwaukee Brewers, and the 
son of the state's former governor 
— but Sittenfeld is hardly trying to 
fool anybody. He has drug and alco- 
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Kisses For My President 


hol issues, he becomes a born-again 
Christian, he gains the presidency 
through a bitterly contested recount, 
he gets embroiled in an increasingly 
unpopular war in Iraq, he makes 
a prematurely triumphant victory 
speech on board an aircraft carrier, 
he's widely perceived as an intellec- 
tual lightweight. 

But Sittenfeld makes the rather 
inspired decision to make Charlie 
a secondary character in the novel, 
and instead make the book about 
the Laura Bush figure, here named 
Alice Lindgren, a prim, bookish, 
Democrat librarian who somehow 
winds up married to a loud, often 
boorish, proudly anti-intellectual 
man who represents what some 
might call the worst aspects of the 
Republican Party. 

Laura has always been the most 
enigmatic member of the Bush ad- 
ministration, and Sittenfeld works 
hard to postulate possible answers to 
all those questions that have always 
surrounded her: What does she see 
in that man? What is going on be- 
hind that frozen smile? Does she 
really approve of his presidency? 
And if she doesn't, how much blame 
should we lay at her feet for not us- 
ing her influence to steer her hus- 
band in a different direction? 

Sittenfeld is better at amswer- 
ing the personal questions than the 
political ones. Bush’s appeal may 
be invisible to most blue-staters, 
but in American Wife, it makes to- 
tal sense that a woman — even a 
shy, teetotaling Democrat like Alice 
Lindgren — would fall for him. Sit- 
tenfeld brings out the best in her 
Bush character — he’s brash, coarse, 
and boastful, sure, with a confidence 


in himself that comes from grow 
ing up rich and never having had 
his notions challenged, but he’s also 
un-self-consciously handsome, with 
a healthy sense of humour about 
himself and a zest for the horseplay 
of being alive. For all his faults — his 
occasional selfishness and thought 
lessness — he’s a good husband who 
genuinely values Alice’s presence in 
his life and who is willing to drarnati- 
cally reform himself when he's on 
the verge of leaving her. 

Alice herself 
drawn character — a passive woman 


is a more hazily 


who seems like the truly accidental 
inhabitant of the White House, not 
Charlie. (Like Laura, she kills a high 
school classmate in a car crash, a 
tragedy that sends huge reverbera- 
tions through her life which, indi- 
rectly, almost cause her husband's 
downfall.) She’s a bit too much of 
a question mark on which to hang 
a 550-page book, and yet something 
about the voice Sittenfeld invents for 
her — wry, precise, self-questioning 
but only up to a point — is compel- 
ling enough to pull you through 
the story. 

At least, that is, until the final sec- 
tion, which takes place after Charlie 
becomes president and whose the- 
matic preoccupations (life as an ab- 
surdly famous person, the extent to 
which one can be held responsible for 
the actions of one’s spouse) feel like 
they belong to a different book. This 
section of the book is about public 
life, but it's Sittenfeld’s insights into 
“George” and “Laura”’s private lives 
that are the book’s highlights. 

This is the kind of material | wish 
W. had more of — the off-the-record 
moments with Dubya, scenes that 
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are obviously invented but. whose 
fictional “truth” tells you some- 
thing about these figures that actual 
truth cannot. In that sense, the most 
shocking confession that Sittenfeld’s 
Alice makes in the book is not that 


she once had an abortion (which 
Laura Bush did not), but that she 
voted for the other guy. I don’t know 
how the real Laura cast her ballot, 
but I wouldn't be surprised..

While your boyfriend's 
interests may not qualify as animal 
abuse — and many would debate that 
point — hounding you about it end- 
lessly does qualify as girlfriend/fian- 
cée/wife abuse. 

“The man this woman is talking 
about, as far as we know, has never 
had sex with animals,” says Dr. Hani 
Miletski, author of Understanding 
Bestiality & Zoophilia. “He just likes 
to watch, which is very common. 
There are numerous sites online that 
feature bestiality, and many curious 
people visit them often. For some, 
it’s just curiosity.” 

And for some it’s so much more. 

Will your boyfriend, in Dr. Mi- 
letski’s opinion, be able to let this 
fantasy remain a fantasy? Or will he 
seek it out again? 

“It's always difficult to predict 
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what the future will bring,” says Dr. 
Miletski, “but my guess is that he 
will always use the idea of bestiality 
as a part, probably a major part, of 
his sexual fantasy. He will probably 
try to get his current girlfriend to 
go along with the fantasy and act it 
out... but if she doesn’t feel comfort- 
able with that, she should continue 
to do and say what she has already 
done and said.” 

So what the hell do you do, DDS?

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mainly because it turned him on so 
much,” “When I am sober it makes 
me fairly uncomfortable.”)

It's eight on a Monday morning, and 
I'm late. Very late. Eight minutes 
80, | was supposed to be enrich- 
ing my youthful spongelike mind by 
arefully extracting the colon of an 
mbalmed pig, here I wait. My eyes 
te glassy, my hands tremble violent- 
'Y, a cold sweat creeps across my fur- 
Owed forehead. I’m jonesing for a 
x, and I don’t think I can stand still 
ny longer. But there's still about 15 
eople in line here at Tim Hortons. 
\f you’re from Edmonton, you've 
een there. Hell, if you’re Canadian, 


are at least partly mobile, and have 
possessed at least a toonie to your 
name, you've been there. Tim Hor- 
tons was not “a coffee place” to me 
growing up as much as it was a local 
institution. There were schools, hos- 
pitals, police stations, and Timmy's. 
It was years before I found out, with 
wide-eyed horror, that some children 
in other ‘parts of the world didn’t 
have access to a clean water supply 
or Timbits. 

I’m a reasonably well-travelled 
individual, yet had not experienced 
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true debilitating culture shock un- 
til my first trip to New York City as 
I scoured the streets for a morning 
caffeine fix. What should have been 
a tidy line was really just a mosh pit 
of animalistic city folk, the custom- 
ers yelling at one another, and the 
cashiers yelling back — screaming, 
really. This was not a coffee shop; 
it was the Stock Exchange at peak 
hours. It was barbaric. It was fright- 
ening. It was Starbucks. 

But you see, this was really just 
a small taste, a preview, before the 
atrocities I would witness in Europe 
the subsequent year. The coffee in 
Portugal and Spain didn’t come in 
mugs bigger than a sippycup and 
were really just a creamy espresso. 
Then to Paris, where my first at- 
tempt at purchasing a coffee brought 
me only a sneer and a ten-euro latte. 

I can handle being lost for hours in 
the London tube. | can handle shar- 
ing a hostel bunk with a creepy Ger- 
man with a disconcerting absence 
of luggage and eating black pudding 
in Ireland only to be informed its 


savoury flavor comes from “all the 
blood.” But hand me a $15 thimble 
filled with black espresso and tell me 
it's a coffee and my eyes well up like a 
lost toddler in a grocery store. 

I'm still in line, but now the stag- 
nancy feels reassuring instead of 
frustrating. With newly exalted pa- 
triotism | inhale the scent of baked 
goods and coffee, of Canada, of 
home. With single-file lineups that 
threaten to spill out the doors, a per- 
plexing limit of one cashier or two 
if you're lucky, staffed by teenagers 
who don't try much and senior citi- 
zens that try their darnedest. 

The customers, hiding their em- 
barrassingly severe _pre-coffee 
shakes, are astoundingly polite given 
the conditions. Perhaps they pause 
in their survey of available muffins 
to share a good-natured eye roll or 
“How ‘bout this line, eh?” nudge. 
But we are Canadians, and we dare 
not raise our voices: It is our national 
duty to stand here and await patient- 
ly, like children, our Double Double 
and Ol’ Fashioned Plain.
